AGRICULTURAL DEPRESSION IN 
ENGLAND. 


The following telegraphic shtamary of 
the eprech of Mr, Chaplin, M. P., in the 
British House of Commons, on ‘Monday 
last, with reference to English agricultu 
fal depression cannot fail to be read wit! 
wuch interest A “paralysis of Agnieul~ 
ture” has ocvurred in the Old Countr 
witha vengeince: “Mr, (hiplin re 
sumed ‘he debate on the add: ess in re- 
ply tothe Queens Speech, He com- 
mented on the pro'onged depression of 
agrio itu'e and avid it was a subject of 
great» m ortance than the Irish q  es- 
tion, forming, perhaps, the greatest 
problem of the time, It wasa question 
which the Government must inevitably 
deal with at no distant day. The loss by 
deficient avricultural values was estima 
ted for the year 1885 at £42,800,000. It 
ould not now be less than £50,000,000, 
an amount equal toa reduction of one- 
fourth in the export trade of the coun 
try, Many thousands of acres of land 
had gone out of cultivation, and there 
had bee. a concurrent decrease in cattle 
and sheep. Another effect of the de- 
pression wae the increase of the masses 
anemployed. Reliable estimates showed 
that 700,000 were idle owing to the par- 
alysis of agriculture, while those em 
ployed were furced to work at greatly 
reduced wages. What could the govern- 
ment do to assist to a better state of 
afaira? He presumed it would not be 
by a return to protection. 

Lord John Manners admitted the ter- 
atible condition of agriculture. He auid 
the government had no specific against 
ite depression. Too little attention had 
been hitherto given officially to agricul- 
ture, the yovernment had therefore de- 
dided to ask ihe two houses to give as- 
ent to a bill giving a department of ag- 


riculture.”

A PUBLIC MABKET. 

Ex-Mayor Murdoch informs us that 
nine lote wore bought and are+till owned 
by the town for market purposes, in the 
vicinity of the town hall, eo that, be it 
wie policy or net to have a market, the 
fands have been secured. It was wise, 
we think, for the old Council to secure 
the land when it could be got cheap, be- 
q@ause the town will want a market sovn. 
avon if it is not needed now, The ques 
tion to be settled is does the town need a 
warket at present or does it not? Already 
@o many u.‘ferent opinions have been 
@xpressed om the subject that it will not 
be possible for the Council to please 
every one; if the Council do not move 
in the matter many qill be prepared to 
blaine them for neglecting the interests 
ef the town. If the Council should 
decide to erect a small building, put 
down a si lewalk to it and aproint one or 
two days in each week as market days 
@n which the people from the country 
would congregate with what they have to 
ell and the people of the town would 
know where to meet the producers and 
purchase just what ¢ wanted of what 
there was on the market. No doubt 
some of our merchants would find fault, 
holding the yiew that it was an interfer, 
ence with their legitimate business. We 


have heard some of the farmers say hard | 


words about those merchants who have 
bitherto been in the habit of importing 
butter, exgs, vegetables, and oate from 
Manitoba to sell in Calgary, thus pre- 
venting those who were producing such 
articles here fiom extorting 40 cents a 
dvuzen for: ggs and 40 cents per pound 
for butter, three cents per pound for 
potat.cs, 10 cents per pound for cabbage, 
and so on from the citizens of Calgary. 
With that view of the case we have no 
Biore syuapatby that with the doctrine 
ef somo selfish merchants who would not 
al'ow any facility to be given for direct 
purchase from the producer by the con 
gumer, Most towns of any size in Onta 
rio have their markets, and fixed market 
days, were not only the private individ- 
wal who wante to buy in small quantities 
for his own use, but the merchants who 
wants to buy more largely, to sell again 
have an equal chanee, The plan once 
in vogue of not allowing traders to buy 
before # certain nour, and of charging 
warket fve on everything offered for sale 
im the market, and compelling everyone 
to go to the market with what they had 
@ sell, has pretty nearly diedjousin On 
tario, these restrictions being found 
vexatious and difficult to entorce. That 
a public market could be self-sustaining 
im Calgary at present we do not think at 


fan all likely, for without ‘eithetn ith back to the

morphre of Europe at the present time, 
the movement of even one Russian 
mili ary train from Ovlessa to any point 
under the sun would give rise to Bur 
pean alarm and American interest and 
6p culation 

As Britishers our love for the big land 
of the Ka sers is of the milde-t, and not 
unnaturally so, We have not yet for 
gotten her baretaced and determined 
attemp's of 185455, and we have av 
idea stronger than shrewd that at the 
present time she would only be too 
ready to hurl her hardy legions on Eng- 
land’s Eastern Empire if the stiadow of 
circumstance or opportunity admitted. 
We know she is great and unscrupulous 
and so we hate her, But while there is 
every reason to believe that the British 
Lion is prepared any day to give good 
account of ivelt n an encounter with 
the Bear, it would be folly to despise the 
might of Russia or belittle her prowes:. 
While we can estimste that in case of 
war Geriuary could place in the field, or 
in garrisons and depots, three and a hail 
mil ions -3.500,000—of men, and that 
France could turn out almost an equal 
number, we know comparatively little of 
the real value of the new Russian organ- 
ization, This we do know, however, that 
in case of war her forces called into 
activity would prove enormous, Her 
cavalry, fighting on foot as well us horse- 
beck, beara dreaded name and may well 
be feared. The veterans of Frederick 
the Great and Napoleon bore bitter testi- 
mony to Cossack prowess and we are ail 
forced to admire the’ Russian who tells 
of what was done by hie country's 
éroopers at Zerndorf and Kunersdor, the 
burning of Moscow, and during that 
famous retreat of Napoleon towards the 
German frontier which story tru'y told, 
should draw tears from eyes stoned to 
pity. Military authorities have stated 
that in the war of 1877-78 with Turkey, 
no other army could have crossed the 
Balkans, and midst wintet’s snows and 
under every circumatance of difficulty 
hurl back the Turkish armies upon Con- 
etantinople. In endurance and pluck 
the Russian soldier has a good record, 
We know that during the Bulgarian 
@ mpaign of 1877, General Gourko star 
ted from Tirnova under the intense heat 
ef July to crossed the Balkans, His 
army marched 18 miles the first day, and 
the second, after making 1,900 feet of an 
ascent so steep that the infantry had to 
help in dragging the guns, made 26 
miles, and the third day before 10a. m, 
9 miles were made. ‘then came battle 
with the enemy, miles of hot pursuit, and 
the return to camp. Next morning 
“Gourko's mixture,” as they were called, 
rose early “to march again” fresh as 
trouts. ‘This is the metal of the average 
Russian so'dier. When we hear of Rus 
sia concentrating her troops on the Au ~ 
trian frontier well may Francis Joseph 
mubilize his men, At the first outbreak 
of war Germany could actually hurl a 
million and a half of organized suldiers 
on the frontiers of France or Kussia, and 
about twenty days alter, this force coula 
be supplemented by an additional mil- 
lion, War with Germany is discussed 
today in France much the same as Cal 
gary people talk of the weather and 
local prospects, but of course with great- 
or intensity, Itis almovwt the univ: rsal 
topic of discussion, ‘The French talk of 
ihe first battle im the Vailey of the 
Meuse as something that must+ be and 
therefore will be, lhe campaign plans 
are jut and dry in every cafe trom Havre 
to Marseilles, They have implicit faith 
as usual in their generals, and they be 
heve the French soldiery are not one bit 
inferior cither in drill or efficiency to the 
German legions. We must win the first 
battle, they say, after which we will be 
numerically strong enough to invest 
Strasbourg, as it may be taken for cer- 
tain, that when we shall have arrived at 
the Meuse, it will not bo the bourgeois 
of the landstrum nor the Italian militia 
that will roll back our victorious armies 
Pluck will decide the first battle with 
our hereditary foes; we have the most 
pluck and just as many men, so that 
victory must be ours 

There are today in 


England, and 
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parte of continental Europe, many who 
ecout the iea of an early war precipita- 
ted by Ru-sia --for hussia it is believed 
would be the tirst to force a quarrel, But 
in oficial ana diplomatic circles there 
exists no such belief Ae we pointed out 
in the Hsratp @ few weeks ago, the 

aur's desire for peave may be sincere 
but the iafluences around him continue 
to work in the direction of war, and 
there it is believed he cannot much Jun- 
gerre ist, History repeats it-elf ie a 
oid saying, .nd a very true one, Let us 
glance at one example. Un the evs of 
the Rusco-Turkish conflict in 1877 
Count Andruasy was informed by Gen, 
Langenan—then Austrian Ambassador to 
Russia that the Czar entertained no 
dea of war and that there was no in- 
tention of attacking Turkey. “I have 
hal this,” he says, “from the Czars own 
lips.” What was the result?) One week 
after this decliration Russia opened the 
campaign, crossed the Pruth and inva 
ded oumania! The late Czar was 
probably sincere in his declaration to 
Langenan but he wes svept along before 
the torrent of his “Jingo” surroundings 
Che present Czar is but a puppet in the 
hands of M, Sinovieff, a prominent Pan- 
slavist who possessed in his lifetime such 
an extraordimary influence at St. Peters- 
bury, ruling several of the greatest De- 
partments of State us a second and more 
powerful Kaiser. 

There is every indication at the pres- 
ent time that the Titans are crouching 
to spring at each others’ throats, and 
apring they will sucner or later. That 
England has little desire to take part in 
the fray is probably very true, but if the 
meteor flag has to be again unfurled on 
the buttle grounds of Europe, there is a 
satisfaction in knowing that she is better 
prepared to defend her interests and her 
honor today than ever she had been for 
centuries. 

The full text of the Treaty submitted 
by President Cleveland to the Senate ix 
now before us, The document is a 
lengthy one and in this issue it is impos- 
sible for us to do more than notice its

United 
States fishing vesveis entering bays and 
harbors on the coasts of Canada and 
Newfoundland shall contorm to the har- 
bor regulativns common to them and to 
fishing vessels of Canada and Newfound- 
land. States’ fishing vessels entering 
Canadian ports, etc., on the easiprn and 
northwestern coasts of the Dominion or 
the coasts of Ne wfoundiand under stress 
of weather and other casulity,may unload, 
relvuad,tranship or sell subject to the 
customs laws all fish 041 board when such 
sales are made necessary as incidental 
to repairs, and may replenish their outtit, 
etc., dumaged or Jost by disaster, and in 
cause of death or sickness shali be allow- 
ed ali neediul facilities, inciuding the 
shipping of crews. ‘The privileges thus 
extended to States’ vessels sail be ex 
tended to those of Canada and New- 
foundiand on the Atlantic coust of the 


United States. 

By Article 14, the penalties for un- 
liwfully fishing in Canadian waters may 
extend to the forfeiture of the vessel 
ana ite cargo. For preparing to unlaw- 
fully fish certain tines are laid down, for 
the paywent of which the transgressing 
boat may be held, Legal proceedings 
in all cases shall Le a8 summary and in 
expensive as practicable and the trial 
shali be at the place of detention. 
Judgments of forfeiture shall be reviewed 
by the Governor-G.neral of Canada in 
Council or of Newfoundland before the 
sume are executed, 

The Treaty is to be ratified by the 
President of the United States, and the 
Queen, and the United States’ Senate, 
the Parliament of Canada and the 
Legislature of Newfoundland will be ask- 
ed vo sanction the measure. The Treaty 
is signed by Bayard, Putnam, Angell, 
Chamberlain, Sackvillo-West and Tupper 
the respective plenipotentaries, 

On the whole the Treaty is very favor- 
able to Canadu, and, as the Republicans 
Buy, we haye sustained our interpretation 
of the ‘Treaty of 1818, A calm review of 
the full text shows we have secured a

Tbe iaiivre of the wheat crop in 
the Proviaee of Quebec in 1850 and in 
Uniario iv 1855, together with the terribie 
reduction in the price of wheat after the 
close of the Hussian war set the farmers 
to devising some other means of making 
mouey than by growing wheat, — Follow- 
ing the example already set in Oregon 
County and other parts of New York State, 
the farmers in Oxturd County, Ont., began 
to combine in 4 sort of intormal way to 
assist cach other in the manufacture ot 
cuvese on a larger scale than had been 
hitherto attempted, Outof these begin- 
nings the chvese business of Canada hes 
grown to immense proportions and asa 
result many a farmer who could not have 
pulled through had he depended on cereals 
is now in cogiortabie circumstances.

their milk to either creamery butter or 
cheese. It may not be umiss for us to 
give a few figures showing whut the cheese 
business of Canada bas grown to, and the 
profits made from it. During the fiscal 
year ending 30th June 1857 there Was 
exported from Uanada to Britaia of Canx 
dian made chese 72,185,517 Ibs, the value 
of which was $7,065,983.00. In the same 
period Canada shipped to the United 
States 304,318 Jbs., valued at $30,667, 
Allthe other countries which Uuy our 
cheese add but little to ‘be amount taken 
by Britain, The tota! shipments of Cana- 
dian cheese being 73,604,448 ibs., value 
$7,108,978.00,. 11 wili be noticed by these 
tigares that Briiuin is the only cheese 
consumer w have worth speaking of. 

In the Province ot Ontario, cheese 
makes éstimate that an average good cow 
wiil give 4000 pounds uf milk during each 
éach year und Miat4000 pounds will make 
400 pounds of nev milk cheese, the selling 
priceo! which was over9}¢cents per pound 
last yehr, or equal to nearly $40 tor each 
cow, in fact we would be sufe in calling it 
$40 per cow, as 4000 pounds of milk per 
cow is :ather uader than cVerthe average 
yield of milk from each animal. ‘The 
cost per pound of making cheese, includ- 
ing collecting the miilk is 14g to 2 cents 
depending upon the distance the milk 
has to be bauled and the quantity of cheese 
mude in one factory, ‘There is a further 
profit made in fattening hogs on the whey 

This, itwell magaged will yield $3.00 
per cow, so that tuking 400 pounds of 
cheese at 8 cente nett gives $32, to which 
add $3 in pork, making $32 as a revenue 
from each cow, In this new country 
where the numver of cows necessary to 
yet milk from fora gvod cheese factory 
are scattered over so large an area and 
that itis of great importance for the 
farmers to raise their calves, we are in- 
inclinedto think w butier tactory would 
not only be more profitable but much more 
easily managed. Ifthe cream Le taken 
off by the farmer at home a collection 
every other day would be sufficient and 
the weight to be hauled would be far les» 
than if the whole milk is taken, ‘The milk 
remaining would be sutlicient to feed one 
calf to each cow and some authorities state 

| if a farmer has say 20 cows he can safely 
use the new milk from ten for cheese and 
the cream from the other ten for butcer, 
the skim milk from the last ten being 
sufficient to feedtwenty ealyes, But i 
this calculation would not hold out and 
only one calf is raised to exch cow the 
butter-making would be more profitable 
than cheese-making provided the butter 
from any given quantity of milk is worth 
as much in money as the cheese would be.

WHEAT BONDING. 

The statements so recklessly made 
that the Ottawa Government had inter- 
fered to prevent Manitoba wheat from 
being shipped eastward through the 
United States in bond to points in Onta- 
rio or Quebec, has caused a great deal of 
strong language to be used against the 
Government generally, and the Minister 
of Customs particularly, If all the ass: r- 
tions thus made by newspapers opposed 
to the Government were true there would 
be just cause for complaint, Wein the 
Territories naturally feel an interest in 
how our next door neighbor, Manitoba, 
scarcely a thuusand miles away, is faring 
in her bloodiess battle for liberty to 
build railways and trade with her cousin 
across the line, and if it were true that 
tae Ottawa Goyernment were placing re- 
strictions on her people which were not 
the general law of the land, we would 
not say cuss words of course, but we 
wou'd beawful mad. Weil, let us ee 
what the Minister of Customs states to 
be the facts of the case: “I can only 
repeat wisat i should have stated before, 
namely, that ny» change has been made 
in the bonding regulations. ‘They are the 
sane as they have been ever since | took 
office (which is many years ago). No 
order, directly or indirectly, has been 
made by the Department interfering with 
the bonding of wheat, or any other pro- 
duct of Manitoba or any other proviuce 
of the Dominion.’’ The Minister tur- 
ther states what every one accustome| 
tc shipping in bond should kuow, that ic 
must be the American customs officials, 
and not the Canadian officers, who-e duty 
itis to look after the entry of wheat 
into the United States and to collect 
the duty on it or seeing that it is 
bended, if it is only passing through the 
United States to re-enter Canada, The 
Hon, Mr. Bowell states positively that in 
no case where Manitoba wheat hus been 
brought in bond through the United 
States to a Canadian port hus it been 
denied free entry upon proper evidence 
being produced that it was Canadian 
grown wheat, These statements appear 
to us to shut the mouths of those who 
have been tr, ing to make political capi- 
lal again-t the Ottawa Government by a 
story which is both false and malicious, 
Let it be distinctly understood that in 
these remarks on the bonding of wheat 
we do not touch at all on the question of 
the OC. P. R. monopoly, nor what they are, 
or what they are not doing to prevent 
Manitoba waeat going to market via the 
Unitea States routes. But in relerence 
w the vitter complaints abont Manitoba 
wheat not being alowed to re-enter

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NATURAL GAS. ._._._ 
Now that the gas fever has reached a 


high temperature in our town, if may not 
be out of place to give our readers a few 
facts about its production and uses in 
the United States. Tosts have been mede 
with varying results in almost every 
state of the union with the exception of 
come of the New England States. Gen- 
erally these tests have been made by 
companies composed of local men— whose 
property would be immensely increased 
in value it a good flow were obiained, 
and yet would not lose much if no gas 
was found, the cost of boring havi g 
been spread in small sums over a large 
number of person’. The chief sources 
of supply of natural gas are in the Mis- 
sissippi valley. By this we mean not 
only along the Mississippi but alsoin the 
valleys ot other large rivers which are 
tributaries of the “Father of \aters,' 
such as the Ohio and the rivers of Penn- 
aylvania. Tne geological distribution of 
natural gas is so varied that it would go 
far beyond the limits of our space to 
enter intoa description of the different 
geological conditions in which natural 
gas is found, The best authorities on the 
subject regatd natural gas as being close- 
ly related to coal and petvoleua, and no 
doubt have ® common origin, but it is 
often found at long distauces from where 
either of these products have beon found 
in sufficient quantities to pay the cust of 
working. The greatest reservoirs of nat- 
ural gas have been found restingon sand 
stone or sand bede, while sinall quantities 
of gas have been found in the Trenton 
limestone of Ohio and the upper coul 
measures of Pennsylvania, yet the sand 
stone formation seems to be its natural 
home, Natural gas has been known and 
used for fuel and light on a small scale 
for sixty years, But it is only within the 
last three or four years that it hae beem 
extensively used, and within the latter 
periods it has marked a most distinctive 
era in the economy of light, heat, and 
mechanical power, almost revolutionizing 
mechanical industries by reducing the 
cost of motive power. The first natural 
gas of which we have any data was dies 
vovered in Fredonia, Chautauqua coun- 
ty, N. Y., in 1821, which supplied thirty 
burners. In 1826 a flow of gas was got 
when digging for water. ‘his was con- 
ducted in the parlor grate of a houre 
close by, a gun barrel was used as & 
burner, and it is stated that the old gua 
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barrel is still the heater for that parlor, — 


The amount of natural gas now used im 
the United States at present is almost 
beyond comprehension, and the reduc 


tion in the cust of iron, steel, glass, and : 
a thousand other things ot every day 
use, makes the discovery and application 


of natural gas to the three p' 


purposes for which it is used, namely, a 


light, heat. power, of more importance te 
the United States than any other econ- 
omic discovery of the century in whick 
we live, and ic seems to be yet in ite ine 
fancy. It is computed that in 1886 the 
use of natural gas had displaced 6,453,- 
00U tons ot coal of a value of over $10,- 
000,000 at the pits monthly! If the 
value of this coal was put at an average 
price, say 85 per ton, it would amount 
to nearly $35,000,000, and yet the era of 
bering for gas has only well begun. The 
economy ol gas will be partly under- 
atood by the fact that the cost producing 
a ton of iron by coal is estimated at $3,50 
to $4 where coal is cheap, while it is pro- 
duced by gas for $2 per ton, It is exsti- 
mated that 1,000 cubic feet of natural gas 
equals 54 to 80 pounds of coal for heat- 
ing purposes. One of the great advanta- 
ges which natural gas possesses over coal 
is that if can be carried gieat distances by 
pipes and distributed just where it is 
wanted to be used, being now curried as 
far as sixty milis in some places, Natural 
gas, however, with all its advantages, is 
not witaout some draw.tacks. ‘The pres- 
sure of yas wells varies from 100 to 500 
pounds to the equare inch, and is of a 
terrible explosive energy, 80 that in intro~ 
ducing it for domestic purposes, the great- 
e-t care must be taken in selecting good 
material for pipes, securing the joints and 
connections aguinst leakage, and above 
all having safety pipes passing from the 
cellar, or whatever plice the gas is used, 
to the outside of the building, open at the 
ends, 80 that if any leakage ehould occur 
the was would escape into the open air. 

‘The common stoves now in use can be 
altered with but little expense, #0 they 

can be used fairly well for cooking and 

heating, but in places where gas is abund- 

ant they generally give way gradually to 

those specially designed for gas burning. 

I'he experience of users of gas has been 

toat (rere is an addition to the first saving 

in cost of fuel, a great saving in the cost 

of stoves, the gas stove lasting many 
times longer than a coal stove. The say-

Another 
consideration which should give an iiu- 
petus to this trade is the results of the 
operation of the Margarine Act, under 
which very strict pens'ties can be en- 
forced, ‘This should give a good oppor- 
tunity for pure Canadian butter being 
introduced into this country, as it will 
fetch as much money ae the best print, 
and tins in two, fonr, and six pounds, as 
suggested by Mr. Dyke, at a reasonable 
figare, and in an imperishable state, 
would indeed be a boon to vuthen 
and institutions.--Liverpool Journal of 
Commerce.

Origin of “Blizzard.” 

The newspapers have been investigating 
the origin ot the word “*blizzard."’ It is 
mentioned in only one standard dictionary 
which suggests that it is probably more or 
less onomatopeeic, Az applied to a snow 
aquall it first came into general use in 
American newspapers during the ‘peyere 
winters of 1880-1, but, according to the 
Milwaukee Republican, it bad been so 
applied in an Illinois paper between the 
years 1860-70. In tais connection it is 
interesting to note the theory advanced by 
a correspondent of the New York Tribune 
that the great loss of life in the recent 
Northwest blizzard was due to something 
more than the cold and fatigue experienc- 
ed by those expesed to its fury, and that 
in a blizzard a condition of the atmos- 
phere prevails which affects the mental 
balance o1 anyone subjected to its in- 
fluence, Incorfirmation of this theory 
the following extract is quoted from a 
paper by Genural Mercy in the February 
Harper's narrating his experience in 1852; 
“The wind blew a furioys gale for thiriy 
hours, accompanied by a dense, sharp, 
blinding snow, which fell to a depth of 
three feet, causing two of our herders to 
perish but a short distance from the camp, 
and another was found ecraw'ing on his 
hands and knees in a state of mental 
aberration after the storm ceased.'’ There 
may be somethingin the Tribune corres- 
pondent’s theory, but it doubtful. iix- 
posure to a raging whirlwind of blinding 
snow, coupled with intense cold, is of itrelf 
quite sufficient in many cases to cause con- 
fusion and tright as to upset the mental 
balance of even the strongest and braiyest.

A Great Charci. 

The Presbyterian Church in the United 
States will celebrate its centennial on the 
third Thursday of May nest. 1b is one of 
the oldest Chorches in the country, but its 
vrowth does not seero to have kept pace 
with that of thenation. This is the opin- 

n of Prof. 0, A. Brises, the historia n of 
American Presbyterianism, who, according 
to the New York Times. holds that the 
Church **has largely played into the hands 
of the Baptist and Methodist pioneers, be 
canse it has always adhered strongly to 
the necessity of an educated ministry and 
has held itself too strictly in thoological 
controversy. It has been too much engag- 
ed in the battles of the gods, and has not 
auflicieatly looked after the lost sheep of 
the house of Israel. It began in 1788 with 
16 Presbyteries, 177 ministors, and 418 
churches; it has to-day in its three bran- 
chest $89 Presbyteries; 8,333 ministers, 
and fil;2T2 charch*s or parses. There 
statistics show that the body has never 
been able to supply the Presbyteriar 


people a sufigient supply of on te 
ministers, To-day more than ever is 
Jafciency manifested. Itis chronic The 
proposal to raise a million dollars for 
ministerial relief at the approaching cea- 
lenniai is a step which may have much te 
do with increasing the ministry, but the 
more serious difficulty lies evidentiy ia 
the high standard of education and ability 
which has been coustantly insisted on in 
Presbyterian congregations." The 
Chnreh's theological position, we are told, 
has also acted as adrawhack. 1% may be, 
however, that the approaching celebration 
will mark a new departure, and that the 
Church's sphere of usefulness will be 
materially increased.— Mail.

fon “Lethbridge News’’ commenting 

on the action of the people of Calgary ia 
petitioning the Ottawa Government for 
certain things has been led intoa slight 
error in thinking that the citizens of this 
town expect all the inhabitants of the 
Verritories, to join the Calgarians im 
pressing the Government for certaim 
things which Calgary, as a town, claims 
she is entitled to. The object of the 
petitions, as explained by Councillor 
Orr, whooriginated the movement, wae 
two fold; first, to petition the Ottawa 
Parliament for a responsible or provim- 
cial form «{ government for the Terri- 
tories, and for the admission of mining 
tools (not made in Canada) free of duty. 
The removal of the C, P. R, monopoly 
by some fair deal with the railway com- 
pany, having due regard to their vested 
sights and some other public matters. 
In the promotion of these schemes of 
general public benefit, all the inhabit 
ants of the Territories are a-ked to joim 
hands with Calgary and urge upon the 
Federal Government the granting of 
those measures of common weal, The 
objects of the other petitions were more 
local in character, such as building » 
court house and gaol and the erecticn 
at Calgary of the N,W.M.P, Riding and 
Training School, ete. In these latter 
the people of Calgary only expected 
from their neighbors a fair recognition of 
whatever her just claims might be. Prob- 
ably the paper from which the News 
took its idea did not make a sufileiently 
clear distinction between the public and 
loval matters petitioned for by the Towa 
Council and Board of Trade of Calgary.
